® This is the fourth part of 
our five-part series on 
Central America The first 
part appeared on June 23. 

Twenty-two thousand - people 
have died violently in El Salva- 
dor since October 15, 1979, 


when a military coup ousted 
General Carlos Humberto 
Romero from the presidency, 
ending 50 years of undisputed 
dominance by the. Army and 
conservative landowners. 

The young Army officers who 
took over promised SWéeping’ 
social reforms. They formed a 
governing juota of three civil 
lans and two colonels, which 
nationalized banks and foreign 
trade and in March, 1380, intro- 
duced comprehensive agrarian 
reform. 

Iastead of bringing peace ‘to 
the tiay cauntry the size of 
Wales the reforms met strong 
resistaoce from ali sides, 

El Salvador, where five mil- 
lion people live, has a long bis- 
tory of violence, thanks mainly 
to its former feudal ‘system of 
farming. 

A peasant uprising cost: more 
than 30,000 Hives in the early 
1930s. The peasants subse- 
quently began brganizing 
groups to fight the landowners, 
who in turn formed militias t0 
protect themselves and their 
properties. The most notorious 
organization is Orden, standing 
for Democratic Revolutiouary 
Organization.
